WINNIPEG, Man., March 11,— 
Pressure of wheat sales from Australia 
and Argentina on world markets has 
not closed the door to Canada’s ex- 
ports, says a report on grain move- 
ment issued Tuesday by E. A, Ursell, 
statistician to the Dominion Board of 
Grain Commissicners, Clearances of 
Canadian wheat during February,

Today's text is suggested by Rev. J. S. Haggett, Westmount Presbyterian Church, Edmonton. 
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WHAT ARE THE PROPOSALS? 

Public interest in the session of parlia- 
ment which opens tomorrow will naturally 
centre in whatever the Government may 
have to offer in the way of plans and poli- 
cies to break up the prevailing stagnation 
and induce a revival of industry and 
trade. . 

The depression, unfortunately, is stilt 
with us, and it over-shadows all other 
issues and questions of general moment, 
So far as the unofficial observer can de- 
tect, the outlook is not markedly better 
than it was six months ago; save that the 
passing of time must bring us corres- 
pondingly nearer to a change that is not 
as yet in prospect. 

Hitherto Canadians have combatted 
the adverse conditions with a minimum of 
official direction and encouragement. 
That was inevitable in the circumstances. 
The Ministers took office late in the sum- 
mer, and have been busy familiarizing 
themselves with their 
duties and studying the situation. The 
“emergency” session was concerned in de- 
vising measures for temporary relief, al- 
most exclusively. 

The regular session has been delayed 
utilil an unusually late date, presumably 
that the Government might have time to 
frame policies which will set an objective 
for the national effort and restore confi- 
dence that better times can be brought 


about. What these proposals may be the 
public will await with considerable 
anxiety. 


The country is in need of leadership, 
direction and inspiration, It is to the 
Government and to parliament that it 
looks for these. And to a very real extent 
the improvement or non-improvement of 
the times will depend upon the response 
the Ministers are able to make to this very 
urgent requirement. 


THE TENDERS FOR PAVING 


The city council did well to take a 
few days to think over the tenders for this 
year’s paving. Between the lowest tender 
and the next lowest there is a spread of 
$23,878, roughly about 7 per cent of the 
amount of the contract. 

Paving a street is something that has 
to be done only about once in a lifetime 
— if it is well done. Otherwise it has to be 
re-done more or less every year after the 
period has elapsed during which the com- 
pany is responsible for its condition. A 
margin of seven per cent in the original 
cost is neither here nor there as between 
the certainty of getting good paving and 
the possibility of getting paving that is 
not 80 good. 

The second lowest tender is that of the 
Crown Paving Company, a local concern, 
owned by men who live in Edmonton, who 
have a large permanent plant established 
here and have had for many years, who 
employ Edmonton labor exclusively, who 
laid paving in Edmonton seventeen years 
ago that is still good paving, and who 
have carried out the paving work of the 
city during the last three years with en- 
tire satisfaction. 

Just who it was that made the lower 
bid was a matter that had to be explained 
to council. The bid came in over the name 
of the Commercial Cartage Co., a company 
which has never laid any paving in 
Edmonton, if anywhere. It was explained 
to council that the Commercial Cartage 
Co., had no intention of doing the work 
bid on, but that the General Construction 
Co, of Vancouver was to lay the paving. 
It was further explained that the latter 
eompany had tendered in the name of the 
former company through fear that outside 
contractors might fare in Alberta as out- 
side contractors are said to fare in British 
Columbia, and be ruled out because they 
were outsiders. 

A little chapter from Edmonton's 
paving history may not be out of place 
just here. About twenty-five years ago 
the persuasive representative of a Van- 
couver firm with an imposing name came 
along and sold an innocent and unsuspect- 
ing city council of Edmonton some wood 
block paving, which was duly put down on 
several streets. Succeeding city councils 
had to employ men each spring to go 
around with sledge hammers and pound 
the blocks back into place, and eventually 
the so-called paving had to be ploughed 
up and replaced with real paving. The 
mora! would seem to be that a city council 
does well to deal with a party it knows 
when it comes to letting a paving contract,

TREATMENT OF MUCOUS COLITIS 


Colitis is much more prevalent during recent years, 
although the disease is deseribed in the annals of 
the Civil War. While it is usually seen in those who 
have been suffering from constipation for many 
years, it sometimes occurs in children after an upset 
stomach or an attack of colic. 

Coli is more pronounced in those who are ner- 
yous and who worry extremely whenever they see 
the mucus in the movements, In these cases an ex- 
citement may bring on a sort of nervous diarrhea in 
which much mucus is thrown off. 

Parts of undigested meat or the skins from sau- 
Sage or portions of asparagus may show in the 
stools and greatly resemble mucus, causing one to be- 
lieve he has colitis when he does not. If you notice 
stringy material only once or twice in the stools it 
is probably not mucus but some undigested food, 

Colitis is not anacute disease and cannot be 
cured quickly by any known method, The anderly- 
ing causes which are producing the irritated condi- 
tion of the bowels must be sought and _ corrected. 
These causes may be faulty habits of eating, particu- 
larly using bad combinations of food; lack of exer- 
cise; and constipatign, In the majority of cases there 
is a complete sagging of all of the abdominal organs 
and usually adhesions will be found to have bound 
down the colon, obstructing the bowels still further, 
‘The cure, consequently, lies in raising the muscular 
tone of the entire abdomen, developing better peris- 
tallic action of the colon and using the utmost care 
in selecting good food combinations, 

The first treatment should be to use the enema 
to clean out the bowels; in most cases this will bring 
about an immediate relief from the patuful symp- 
toms, The daily enema should be kept up while the 
bad living habits are being changed to good ones, 
using one quart of water to wash the poisons out of 
the lower bowel, which will temporarily straighetn 
out the kinks. he enema ts much to be preferred 
as a treatment for the constipation which follows 
colitis, Patients with colitis should nov take purges 
or strong laxatives, as these powerful medicines only 
serve to irritate further a bowel which is already in- 
flamed, 

If the abdomen continues to be tender, then lot 
applications may be used, Manipulative treatments 
are often necessary to restore the sagged organs to 
their proper places and to break down adhesions, At 
the same time, abdominal exercise should be taken to 
tone up the abdominal museles, The patien’ should 
be careful to use those foods which supply the colon 
with plenty of soft bulk. 

You must expect to take several months or even 
a year to completely cure colitis, bus with persever- 
ance this distressing trouble may be permanently 
overcome,

Question; MG. writes: “Recently you stated tn 
this column that carrots eaten every day would give 
a yellowish tint to the complexion. About how many 
should be caten, and should they be raw or cooked? 

Answer: ‘The yellow coloring matter of carrots 
is called carretin, Some people can eat a large 
amount of carrots without the yellowish tint show- 
ing in their skin, but if you are easily affected you 
must simply cut down on the amounts of both raw 
and cooked carrots you are eating until your color 
becomes normal. However, as far as we have been 
able to ascertain, there is no harm to the health 
from this coloring. 


Acid in System 

Question; Mrs, P. H. W. asks: “What causes @ 
numb, seorched-like feeling on my tongue, my gums 
and the top of my mouth? If it ts acia in the sys- 
tem, kindly tell me if oranges and lemons are coun~- 
teractors of acid,. Also, does acid in the system affect 
one’s eyes so that it makes one feel as though she 
were going around in circles?” 

Answer: The condition often called “an acid 
system” is really duc to # reduction of the blood's 
alkalinity. The use of citrus fruit will help to correct 
this condition, principally through stimulating the 
flow of more bile, which is an alkali, This may also 
get rid of the dizziness, especially if it is caused by 
biliousness.

do for a living? May they expect to 
obtain employment at some other 
factory where production is equally 
prolific?

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Operations of Liquor Control Board Debated 


Whole Opposition 
Gets Together in 
Attack Upon Govt. 


Estimate of One Dollar Provided for L.C.B. 
—Legislators Demand Right to See 
Accounts in Detail 


An innocent, insignificant 
appropriation in the estimates of the 
attorney general's department, $1, the 
smallest individual item in a budget 
of expenditure for the year ending 
March 31, 1932, amounting to §17,- 
624,798 78, on Tuesday provided mem- 
bers of the legislature with their great- 
est talking point of any vote so far 
considered in passing the estimates, 

This lone *1 vote stood isolated 
under a caption, “Government Liquor 
Control Act of Alberta,” 


TALK FOR AN HOUR 

Discussion occupied about one hour 
of the afternoon sitting and about 
three-quarters of an hour in the eve- 
ning, occupying as much time as it 
took the house to pass more 
$4,000,000 of estimates 
other matters. 

In the end the vote was passed and 
Hon, J. F. Lymburn, attorney general, 
heavevd a sigh of relief. 

There is some history attached to 
the little one dollar bill. 

In 1924 the Alberta Liquor Control 
act was put on the statute books, 

Under its provisions the Liquor Con- 
trol board was set up as a separate 
organization from usual government 
departments, carrying on its own busi-

hess and turning its profits over to the | 


provincia] treasurer 

Thus as a separate business, esti- 
mates have not been brought down in 
the house as is the practice with the 
regular departments, but on many oc- 
casions questions have been asked and 
returns given as to various phases of 
the board's activities,

the government agreed that in order 
to provide a basis for discussion along 
general lines of the Liquor Board's 
business that a nominal vote of $1 be 
included in the estimates.

Tncompetency on the part of some 
secretaries and boards of directors of 
Sk St] Secopermeve credit societies tending 
toward a lack of responsibility was 
noted by James C, Thompson, provin- 
cial auditor in the co'lation of his 
materia] for a special report on the 
financial standing of the societies au- 
thorized by the legislature at its 1930 
session, according to evidence he gave 
at a meeting of the legislative public 
accounts committee held on Wednes- 
day under the chairmanship of W. G 
Farquharson, U.F.A., Ribstone, 

This incompetency was restricted, he 
said and by no means general, 

When the committee met, the role of 
chief examiner was undertaken by 
Hugh ©, Farthing, Conservative, Cal- 
gary, upon whose amended motion, the 
auditor's report was referred to the 
committee for consideration. 
FIRST WITNESS 

In opening his question 
Thompson, who was the first witness 
called, Mr, Farthing stated that it was 
desired to shed further light on some 
matters contained jn the report 

In reply to questions, Mr, Thomp- 
son said that his report covered two 
main phases of societies’ activities, 
namely, an audit of the guaranteed 
government loans and an audit of 
| societies records, including minor bus- | 
iness transactions, | 

He obtained statements from 75 per 
cent of the borrowers confirming loans 
Further, he had sent a questionnaire to 
the secretaries of societies, 43 in num | 
ber, and to local banks with a view to| 
adducing information regarding ec 
status of individual borrowers 

In three cases societies had refused | 
| to send in their books for auditing | 

Loans had been placed to the credit | 
of individual borrowers and it was 
found that societies knew nothing of 
the manner in which the loans were 
used, 

Mr, Farthing asked if the general 
operations of the societies affected 
provincial guarantees, to which Mr 
Thompson answered “no.” 

George H, Webster, Liberal house 
leader, asked Mr, Thompson for par-

| ticulars of the sinking fund in con- 


nection with the guarantees. Mr. 
Thompson replied that it was made up 
of one half of one per cent of the 
amount borrowed and was remitted by 
the bank to the provincial treasurer, 

Mr. Farthing next referred to a pas- 
sage in the report wherein it was men- 
tioned that banks had beca interviewed 
and he asked the reason for this, 
CLASSIFY LOANS 

Mr, Thompson replied that this 
had been necessary to classify the 
loans and to standardize the classific- 
ation into the accepted nomenclatures

“Are guarantees audited?” asked Mr, 
Farthing.

The Edmonton City Dairy plant had 
not been purchased, 
when the pool had thrown obstacles

As @ result of the entry of the pool 
into the Edmonton field, he said, the 
number of delivery wagons here had 
increased from 39 to 70 and distribu- 
tion costs had been increased, The 
pool had been formed by six members 
of his association, who received gov- 
ernment guarantee, 

Continuing, Mr. Burnell said that 
while members of his organization had 
been receiving $2.06 a hundred pounds 
for milk on the average between June 
1 and Dec, 31 of 1930 the pool mem- 
ber had received $1.90 and the losses 
incurred by both organizations, he 
estimated, would be more than enough 
to pay for the entire milk pool inter- 
ests in plant and equipment in about 
three years, 

He quoted figures to show that out 
of every dollar paid by the consumer 
for milk, the association producer 
received 50 and one-half cents. while 
the pool producer received 40 and 
one-half cents, The spread between 
What the producer receives and what 
the consumer pays 1s less in this city 
than in any other city in Canada 
except Vancouver, he stated.
